|\Don Knezovich 

Dubbed “Ducky” by his team- 
mates, Don Knezovich has been 
very instrumental in the Horneta’ 
baseball picture this year, racking 
up three pitching triumphs as well 
as patrolling the keystone and left 
field pasture. Don, a physical edu- 
cation major graduating next 
June, closed his first season in Hor- 
net flannels in fine style by rap- 
ping out a ninth-inning single in 
tre San Jose State game last Sat- 
urday to send the game into extra 
frames. 

The 20-year-old, 155 pounder, 
hailing from Sacramento, swatted 
403 this year, was a member of 
the State Champion Sacramento 
JC baseballers, compiling a 10-1 
pitching record and slamming the 
ball at a phenominal .407 pace. He 
attended Christian Brothers for 
four years, averaging .350 over 
that period. The ex-Solon batboy 
is strictly a control pitcher, rely- 
ing mainly on the curve. He was 
a member of the Atwater Packers,
